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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 14 March 2007. Claims1-19 
have been previously cancelled. Claim 20 has been amended. New claims 30-32 have 
been added. Claims 20-32 are pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 14 March 2007, with respect to claims 20-29 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 20-29 have been 
withdrawn. The examiner has reviewed the amendment and arguments submitted on 
14 March 2007 and agrees that claims 20-29 are no longer indefinite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 20-32 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claims 20-29, the primary reason for the allowance of these claims is 
the inclusion of the limitation where the at least one optical scattering element 
comprises a first and second scattering elements, and wherein the first and the second 
scattering elements have different geometrical shapes. This is a non-obvious 
improvement of the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 6,788,847. 
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Referring to claim 30, the primary reason for the allowance of these claims is the 
inclusion of the limitation where the at least one optical scattering element has a 
geometrical shape chosen from the group consisting of elliptical hole, hemispherical 
hole, conical hole, rectangular hole, and geometrical shape having both vertical 
asymmetry and horizontal asymmetry. This is a non-obvious improvement of the 
invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 6,788,847. 

Referring to claims 31, the primary reason for the allowance of these claims is 
the inclusion of the limitation where the at least one optical scattering element 
comprises a first and second scattering elements, and wherein the first and the second 
scattering elements have different geometrical volume. This is a non-obvious 
improvement of the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 6,788,847. 

Referring to claims 32, the primary reason for the allowance of these claims is 
the inclusion of the limitation where the at least one optical scattering element 
comprises a first and second scattering elements, and wherein the first and the second 
scattering elements are disposed in a first and second respective layers of at least the 
at least one additional layer. This is a non-obvious improvement of the invention 
patented in U.S. Patent No. 6,788,847.
